NEW YORK (AP) — President 
Barack Obama on Friday 
said the Republican Party is 
threatening voting rights in 
America more than at any 
point since the passage of 
a historic 1965 law expand¬ 
ing rights at the ballot box 
to millions of black Ameri¬ 
cans and other minorities. 
Obama’s critique of Re¬ 
publicans came as he seeks 
to mobilize voters ahead 
of the November midterm 
congressional elections, 
when Democratic control 


of the Senate is at stake. 
Many in Obama’s party 
fear state voting require¬ 
ments and early balloting 
restrictions will curb turnout 
that is critical to Democrat¬ 
ic hopes of prevailing. 

“The stark, simple truth is this: 
The right to vote is threat¬ 
ened today in a way that 
it has not been since the 
Voting Rights Act became 
law nearly five decades 
ago,” Obama said in a fiery 
speech at civil rights activ¬ 
ist and television talk host Al 


Sharpton’s National Action 
Network conference. 

It was the second day in 
a row that America’s first 
black president has deliv¬ 
ered a speech about race, 
an issue that has not often 
been at the forefront of his 
agenda. 

Obama has faced criticism 
from some African-Amer¬ 
icans for doing too little to 
help minorities, but he has 
focused more acutely on 
inequality in his second 
term. 


On Thursday, Obama 
marked the 50th anniversa¬ 
ry of the Civil Rights Act, the 
landmark law that ended 
racial discrimination in pub¬ 
lic spaces. 

At the LBJ Library in Austin, 
Texas, he praised President 
Lyndon Johnson for his un¬ 
derstanding of presidential 
power and his use of it to 
create new opportunities 
for millions of Americans. 
Johnson, the Democrat 
who became president af¬ 
ter the assassination of John 


F. Kennedy, signed the Civil 
Rights Act into law in 1964 
and the Voting Rights Act a 
year later. 

For the remainder of the 
year, no political issue 
stands out more promi¬ 
nently for Democrats than 
their ability to motivate vot¬ 
ers to turn out at the polls 
in the November midterm 
elections.

Confidence up in Flight 370 search 


White House declares no 
visa for Iran's U.N. envoy

PERTH, Australia (AP) — 

With the Malaysian jetliner 
mystery now five weeks 
old, officials have nar¬ 
rowed the search zone for 
the missing plane and are 
“very confident” the un¬ 
derwater signals they have 
heard are from its black 


box, Australia’s prime min¬ 
ister said Friday. 

At the same time, howev¬ 
er, those electronic signals 
are fading, Tony Abbott 
added. 

On a visit to China, Ab¬ 
bott briefed President Xi 
Jinping on the search for 
Flight 370, which vanished 
March 8 while flying from 
Kuala Lumpur, Malaysia, to 
Beijing, carrying 239 peo¬ 
ple, most of them Chinese. 
Based on an analysis of 
satellite data, officials be¬ 
lieve the Boeing 777 flew 
off-course for an unknown 
reason and went down in 
the southern Indian Ocean 
off the west coast of Aus¬ 
tralia. 

Crews involved in the hunt 
have in recent days fo¬ 
cused on a more-targeted 
area in the ocean for the 
source of the electronic 
signals, Abbott said. 

“We have very much nar¬ 
rowed down the search 


area and we are very con¬ 
fident that the signals that 
we are detecting are from 
the black box on MH370,” 
he told reporters in Shang¬ 
hai, referring to the plane's 
flight data and cockpit re¬ 
corders. 

Search crews are racing 
against time because the 
batteries powering the re¬ 
corders’ locator beacons 


last only about a month 
— and more than a month 
has passed since the plane 
disappeared. Finding the 
devices after the batteries 
fail will be extremely dif¬ 
ficult because the water 
in the area is 4,500 meters 
(15,000 feet) deep. 

“We're getting into the 
stage where the signal 
from what we are very 
confident is the black box 
is starting to fade,” he add¬ 
ed. “We are hoping to get 
as much information as we 
can before the signal final¬ 
ly expires.” 

The Australian ship Ocean 
Shield is towing a U.S. Navy 
device that detects signals 
from the flight recorders. 
Two sounds heard Satur¬ 
day were determined to 
be consistent with the sig¬ 
nals emitted from the black 
boxes. Two more sounds 
were detected in the same 
general area Tuesday. 

“We are confident that we 


know the position of the 
black box flight recorder 
to within some kilometers,” 
Abbott said. “But confi¬ 
dence in the approximate 
position of the black box is 
not the same as recover¬ 
ing wreckage from almost 
4'A kilometers beneath the 
sea or finally determining 
all that happened on that 
flight.”

Abbott told the Chinese 
leader that the next steps 
will be a “very long, slow 
and painstaking process.” 
An Australian air force P-3 
Orion, which has been 
dropping sonar buoys into 
the water near where the 
Ocean Shield picked up 
the sounds, detected an¬ 
other possible signal Thurs¬ 
day, but Angus Houston, 
who is coordinating the 
search, said in a statement 
that an initial assessment 
had determined it was not 
related to an aircraft black 
box. 

The Ocean Shield towed 
its ping locator to try to find 
additional signals Friday, 
and the Orions were con¬ 
tinuing their hunt, Houston 
said. 

The underwater search 
zone is currently a 
1,300-square-kilometer 
(500-square-mile) patch of 
the seabed, about the size 
of the city of Los AngelesO

WASHINGTON - The 

Obama administration Fri¬ 
day said it would bar an 
Iranian diplomat nomi¬ 
nated as U.N. ambassador 
from entering the coun¬ 
try, in a rebuke to Iran at 
a time when the United 
States is engaged in deli¬ 
cate negotiations with 
Tehran over its nuclear 
program. 

The unusual decision fol¬ 
lows a political tempest on 
Capitol Hill related to the 
diplomat’s involvement in 
the 1979-81 Iran hostage 
crisis. But U.S. officials said 
they did not expect the 
decision to disrupt the nu¬ 
clear talks, which involve 
five other major powers. 
The White House and the 
State Department did not 
give a specific reason 
for refusing to issue a visa 
to the diplomat, Hamid 
Aboutalebi, who worked 
as a translator for the mili¬ 
tant student group that 
stormed the U.S. Embassy 
in Tehran in 1979 and held 
Americans hostage for 444 
days. 

On Tuesday, after the Sen¬ 
ate voted unanimously to 
bar Aboutalebi from the 
United States, the adminis¬ 
tration said it had warned 
the Iranian government 
that his nomination was 
“not viable." 

The House unanimously 
passed the same legisla¬ 
tion Thursday. 

“We certainly share the 
intent of the bill passed 
by Congress,” said the 
White House spokesman. 
Jay Carney. “We have 
already told the U.N. and 
Iran that we will not issue a 
visa." 

Before deciding whether 
to sign it. President Barack 
Obama will review the 
constitutionality of the leg¬ 
islation, which would ban 
any would-be U.N. repre¬ 
sentative who has been 
involved in terrorism or es¬ 
pionage against the Unit¬ 
ed States from entering 
the country, Carney said. 
Under a 1947 law that es¬ 
tablished the headquar¬ 
ters of the United Nations 


in New York, the United 
States is obligated to is¬ 
sue visas to diplomats as¬ 
signed there, even those 
it finds objectionable. But 
the United States has re¬ 
served the right to turn 
down people based on 
concerns over security, 
terrorism or foreign policy 
issues. 

Administration officials did 
not dispute suggestions 
that Aboutalebi’s role 
in the hostage crisis was 
the cause of the action 
against him. 

“I think it's fair to say that 
the discussions around 
this, the reporting on it, 
the views expressed in the 
discussions on Capitol Hill, 
and in the legislation itself 
reflect our views," Carney 
said. 

In a statement on Friday, 
the Iranian Mission to the 
United Nations said, “It is 
a regrettable decision by 
the U.S. administration, 
which is in contraven¬ 
tion of international law, 
the obligation of the host 
country and the inherent 
right of sovereign mem¬ 
ber states to designate 
their representatives to the 
United Nations.” 
Aboutalebi issued his own 
criticism, saying on Twit¬ 
ter that the United States, 
“legally speaking, has initi¬ 
ated a new and unprec¬ 
edented path, and that is 
to violate the international 
conventions of the coun¬ 
try by national parliamen¬ 
tary approvals,” accord¬ 
ing to a translation of the 
message, which was writ¬ 
ten in Persian. 

The dispute over Aboutale¬ 
bi’s nomination came 
as the United States and 
Iran have sought to de¬ 
fuse some of their tensions, 
working on an agreement 
over the disputed Iranian 
nuclear program. 
Administration officials, 
however, said the sub¬ 
ject did not intrude on the 
last round of negotiations, 
held in Vienna, and they 
predicted that it would 
not affect the chances of 
an agreement, since the 
Iranian government had 
other motivations to con¬ 
clude a deal. □

A Republican takeover of 
the Senate would crush 
Obama’s already limited 
ability to push his agenda 
through Congress.

California authorities said 
Friday that it could take 
months to determine what 
caused the driver of a Fe¬ 
dEx tractor-trailer to cross a 
grassy center divider and 
slam into a chartered bus 
full of high school students 
on a trip to a Northern Cali¬ 
fornia university. 

The accident, which killed 
10 people, including five 
students, and injured doz¬ 
ens, occurred Thursday 
evening on Interstate 5 in 
Orland, a town about 100 
miles north of Sacramento. 
Both the FedEx truck and 
bus burst into flames. 

The California Highway Pa¬ 
trol said the drivers of the 
bus and the truck were 
among the dead, but of¬ 
ficials have released the 
name of only one victim, 
Arthur Arzola, 26, of Rancho 
Cucamonga, Calif., one of 
three chaperons who died. 
At least one bus passenger 
remained in critical condi¬ 
tion Friday. A total of 31 
people were taken to sev¬ 
en hospitals after the crash, 
officials said. 

Larry Jones, the sheriff and 


coroner of Glenn Coun¬ 
ty, said, “The impact was 
heard throughout the com¬ 
munity,” as far as a quarter 
mile away. A fire “with very 
high temperatures” broke 
out almost immediately af¬ 
ter the impact, he said. 

The students involved in the 
accident were taking part 
in Humboldt State Universi¬ 
ty’s Preview Plus, an annual 
program in which the uni¬ 
versity enables disadvan¬ 
taged students who have 
been admitted to visit the 
campus. The 47 passen¬ 
gers on the bus were high 
school students and their 
chaperons from school dis¬ 
tricts from Southern Califor¬ 
nia, including Los Angeles, 
Long Beach and Riverside. 
Lt. Scott Fredrick from 
the accident investiga¬ 
tion team of the California 
Highway Patrol said investi¬ 
gators will examine wheth¬ 
er the driver fell asleep or 
whether the truck had me¬ 
chanical problems, among 
other possible factors. Cali¬ 
fornia investigators, he said, 
will work with a team from 
the National Transportation 
Safety Board. 

By the time the California 


Highway Patrol arrived, 
both vehicles were aflame, 
said Bruce Carpenter, the 
Highway Patrol command¬ 
er for the area. 

The worst of the flames had 
broken out near the front of 
the bus, and students were 
able to escape through a 
rear emergency door or by 


kicking out bus windows, 
some of the children said 
on Facebook, Twitter and 
other social media sites.

“What Kathleen will go 
down in history for is serving 
as the secretary of health 
and human services when 
the United States of Amer¬ 
ica finally declared fhaf 
quality, affordable health

Garden ceremony that 
featured several standing 
ovations for the embattled 
departing health secretary. 
The nomination of Burwell 
was expected. Burwell, 
48, spent much of the last 
year mired in Washington's 
fiscal fights, including the 
standoff that led to a 15- 


day government shutdown 
last fall. She also handled 
health policy as part of her 
job as Obama’s budget 
chief. 

Burwell, a West Virginia 
native with degrees from 


Harvard and Oxford, had 
several jobs in the Clinton 
administration, including 
deputy budget director. 
Before joining the Obama 
administration, she worked 
for charitable organizations 
including the Wal-Mart 
Foundation and the Bill & 
Melinda Gates Foundation. 
She was also on the board 
of directors of the insurer 
MetLife. 

Obama praised Burwell's 


work in the budget office, 
pointing to declining bud¬ 
get deficits and the divided 
politics of government that 
defined her short tenure.

MIAMI (AP) — Jeb Bush has 
prompted questions about 
his viability as a potential 
presidential contender with 
a single phrase of compas¬ 
sion for immigrants in the 
U.S. illegally, underscoring 
how divisive the issue re¬ 
mains for the Republican 
Party. 

The former Florida governor 
sparked a conservative fu¬ 
ror this week when he de¬ 
scribed illegal immigration 
in an interview as an “act 
of love” by people trying to 
provide for their families. 
Backing Bush are some 
of the Republican Party's 
most powerful insiders and 
financiers, who are hoping 
the party can woo Hispan¬ 
ic voters and rebound from 
Mitt Romney’s damaging 
“self-deportation” rhetoric 
in 2012. 

“The worst thing that can 
happen to a political party 
is not for voters to decide 
they don't like you,” said 
Alex Castellanos, a Repub¬ 
lican consultant and for¬ 
mer Romney adviser. “It's 
for voters to decide you 
don’t like them. And that's 
where the Republican Par¬ 
ty is right now.” 


Other Republican lawmak¬ 
ers and conservative activ¬ 
ists, however, are cringing 
over Bush’s remarks, which 
triggered vocal opposition 
and concerns about “am¬ 
nesty." 

“We appreciate the com¬ 
passion in the statement, 
but the best compassion 
you can show a people is 
to uphold justice,” said Ta¬ 
mara Scott, a Republican 
National committeewom- 
an and prominent Christian 
conservative from early- 
nominating state of Iowa. 
Some in the Republican 
establishment are con¬ 
cerned immigration could 
define the coming nomi¬ 
nating contest in the way it 
did the last one. Like Bush, 
Texas Gov. Rick Perry was 
jeered when he implied 
that his rivals were heart¬ 
less if fhey opposed a law 
that lets some children of 
immigrants here illegally to 
pay in-state tuition at pub¬ 
lic colleges. 

Romney took a hard line on 
immigration. He ultimately 
won just 27 percent of the 
Hispanic vote, the lowest 
portion for a Republican in 
16 years.

Republican Party to em¬ 
brace an immigration over¬ 
haul, but comprehensive 
legislation remains stalled 
in Congress. Action is un¬ 
likely in an election year 
with high stakes.

Democrats in races that will 
help determine control of

The spending on both sides 
underscores the critical 
role that outside conser¬ 
vative groups are playing 
as Republicans try to re¬ 
take the Senate.

In Alaska, the Democratic 
incumbent, Sen. Mark Be- 
gich, spent about as much 
money as he raised during 
the first three months of the 
year, while Dan Sullivan, a 
Republican candidate and 
former state attorney gen¬ 
eral, increased his fund¬ 
raising and substantially 
narrowed Begich’s advan¬ 
tage in cash on hand. In 
Montana, Sen. John Walsh, 
a Democrat, spent almost 
three-quarters of the mon¬ 
ey he raised since Janu¬ 
ary, ending with about 
$700,000. “The spending 
totals so far show that a lot 
of Democratic candidates 
find themselves on the 
run,” said Brad Dayspring, 
a spokesman for the Na¬ 
tional Republican Senato¬ 
rial Committee. 

In the five battleground 
races where both candi¬ 
dates have reported their 
totals - Alaska, Montana, 
North Carolina, Colorado 


and Louisiana - Democrats 
reported a combined $25.2 
million in cash on hand, 
compared with $12.1 
million for Republicans. 
The Democratic Senato¬ 
rial Campaign Committee 
had $22 million more, com¬ 
pared with $15.9 million 
for the Republican com¬ 
mittee. “Up and down the 
map. Democrats are out- 
polling and out-fundraising 
their Republican oppo¬ 
nents, and we enjoy cash- 
on-hand advantages at 
both the campaign and 
committee level,” said Jus¬ 
tin Barasky, a spokesman 
for the Democratic com¬ 
mittee.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 

prices U.S. companies re¬ 
ceive for their goods and 
services jumped in March 
led by gains for food, cloth¬ 
ing, jewelry and chemicals. 
The producer price index, 
which measures price 
changes before they 
reach the consumer, rose 
0.5 percent in March, the 
Labor Department said Fri¬ 
day. 

Overall inflation remains 
relatively tame. Producer 
prices increased 1.4 per¬ 
cent during the past 12 
months. 

Wholesale food prices rose 
last month, led by a 30.4 
percent leap in the costs 
of hogs and 12.4 percent 
increase in poultry. Those 
increases were partially 
offset by a 2.4 percent 
decline in gasoline prices 
and a 0.7 percent drop for 
electric power. Excluding 
the volatile categories of 
food, energy and retailer 
and wholesaler profit mar¬ 
gins, core prices ticked up 
0.3 percent. 

Some of the higher prices 
were due to a “distortion 
caused by the unusually 
bad weather” in previous 
months, said Paul Dales, se¬ 
nior US economist at Capi¬ 
tal Economics. Snowstorms 
kept many shoppers at 
home and hurt retail sales. 
The margins of clothing 
wholesalers and retailers 
bounced back in March, 
rising by 3.3 percent to 
push up overall producer 


prices. 

Inflation has been near his¬ 
toric lows during the past 
two years. The producer 
price index rose just 1.2 
percent in 2013 after a 1.4 
percent increase in 2012. 
Both figures are far below 
the Fed’s preferred target 
of 2 percent. 

Stronger growth usually 
leads to higher levels of in¬ 
flation. 

But the economy has strug¬ 
gled to accelerate during 
the 4 '/ 2 -year recovery from 
the Great Recession. Wage 
growth has been close to 
flat, while unemployment 
remains at historically high 
levels. This limits consumer 
spending and limits the 
ability of businesses to raise 
prices. 

Low inflation has enabled 
the Federal Reserve to pur¬ 
sue extraordinary stimulus 
programs to boost spend¬ 
ing, hiring and overall eco¬ 
nomic growth. 

The Fed has begun to un¬ 
wind some of that stimu¬ 
lus, although it intends to 
prolong its near zero short¬ 
term interest rates, in part, 
because inflation has been 
so low. The U.S. central 
bank has cut its monthly 
bond purchases to $55 bil¬ 
lion, down from $85 billion 
last year. The bond pur¬ 
chases are aimed at lower¬ 
ing long-term interest rates 
to bolster growth.

CHALMETTE, Louisiana (AP) 

— When a BP oil well be¬ 
gan gushing crude into the 
Gulf of Mexico four years 
ago, fisherman George Ba- 
risich used his boat to help 
clean up the millions of gal¬ 
lons that spewed in what 
would become the worst 
offshore spill in U.S. history. 
Like so many Gulf Coast 
residents who pitched in 
after the April 20, 2010, ex¬ 
plosion of the Deepwater 
Horizon rig, Barisich was 
motivated by a desire to 
help and a need to make 
money — the oil had de¬ 
stroyed his livelihood. 

Today he regrets that deci¬ 
sion, and worries his life has 
been permanently altered. 
Barisich, 58, says respiratory 
problems he developed 
during the cleanup turned 
into pneumonia and that 
his health has never been 
the same. 

“After that, I found out that 
I couldn’t run. I couldn't ex¬ 
ert past a walk,” he said. His 
doctor declined comment. 
Barisich is among thou¬ 
sands considering claims 


under a medical settle¬ 
ment BP reached with 
cleanup workers and 
coastal residents. The set¬ 
tlement, which could ben¬ 
efit an estimated 200,000 
people, received final ap¬ 
proval in February from a 
federal court. It establishes 
set amounts of money — 
up to $60,700 in some cas¬ 
es — to cover costs of vari¬ 
ous ailments for those who 
can document that they 
worked the spill and devel¬ 
oped related illnesses, such 
as respiratory problems 
and skin conditions. 

It also provides for regular 
physical examinations ev¬ 
ery three years for up to 
21 years, and it reserves 
a worker's right to sue BP 
over conditions that de¬ 
velop down the road, if the 
worker believes he or she 
can prove a connection 
to the spill. Some 33,000 
people, including Barisich, 
are participating in a mas¬ 
sive federal study that aims 
to determine any short or 
possible long-term health 
effects related to the spill. 
“We know from ... research 
that's been done on other

respiratory symptoms and 
changes in their lung func¬ 
tion, and then after a cou¬ 
ple of years people start to 
return to normal,” said Dr. 
Dale Sandler, who heads 


the study overseen by the 
National Institutes of Envi¬ 
ronmental Health Scienc¬ 
es, an arm of the National 
Institutes of Health. 

“What nobody’s ever done 
is ask the question: Well, 


who did not,” Sandler said. 
She cautioned that the 
findings were preliminary

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after five years or 10 years 
are people more likely to 
develop heart disease, or 
are they more likely to get 
cancer?" Sandler said in 
an interview with The Asso¬ 
ciated Press. “And I’m sure 
that's what people who 
experienced this oil spill are 
worried about.” 

At a Friday news confer¬ 
ence, Sandler discussed 
some of the study’s early 
findings. She said depres¬ 
sion and anxiety are com¬ 
mon in and around disaster 
sites, but there are indica¬ 
tions that cleanup workers 
were more likely to suffer 
mild to moderate depres¬ 
sion than others living in 
Gulf Coast counties and 
parishes where economies 
and livelihoods were af¬ 
fected by the spill. 
“Afterwe took into account 
where people lived and 
other factors, it does ap¬ 
pear that the prevalence

Fisherman Bert Ducote says 
he knows physical and 
emotional pain from hav¬ 
ing worked the cleanup. 
Ducote said dozens of boils 
have turned up on his neck, 
back and stomach since 
the spill — and he theorizes, 
though shared no medical 
records that could prove, 
that his problems stem from 
the cleanup. 

Ducote said he spent 
months handling the boom 
used to corral oil. Even with 
protective gear and rubber 
boots, he said his shirt often 
got wet with the combina¬ 
tion of crude oil, sea water 
and chemical dispersant.

Ukraine PM: Regions should have more powers

DONETSK, Ukraine (AP) — 

Ukraine's prime minister 
went on a charm offen¬ 
sive Friday as he visited the 
country's southeast, pledg¬ 
ing to give regions more 
powers and to defend the 
rights of Russian speakers. 
Arseniy Yatsenyuk met 
with regional officials who 
once opposed his new 
government in Kiev, but 
not with protesters occu¬ 
pying government build¬ 
ings in the cities of Donetsk 
or Luhansk. Still, he left it 
unclear how his ideas dif¬ 
fered from the demands of 
the protesters or from Rus¬ 
sia's advocacy of federal¬ 
ization for Ukraine. “There 
are no separatists among 
us,” said Gennady Kernes, 
mayor of Kharkiv, Ukraine’s 
second-largest city, where 
the government recap¬ 
tured a building taken over 
by protesters earlier in the 
week. Kernes and other of¬ 
ficials asked Yatsenyuk to 
allow votes on autonomy 
for their regions but not on 
secession. 

Ukraine's government has 
resisted federalization, 
saying that would lay the

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Germany’s Merkel, in Athens,

ATHENS, Greece (AP) — 

Greece won praise Friday 
from German Chancellor 
Angela Merkel — the lead 
advocate of eurozone aus¬ 
terity — for its painful eco¬ 
nomic turnaround and suc¬ 
cessful return to markets. 
But Merkel added a polite 
reminder that the bailed- 
out country still wasn’t out 
of the woods. 

“Greece has honored its 
pledges," Merkel said at 
a news conference with 
Greek Prime Minister An¬ 
tonis Samaras in Athens. 
“I hope that policy is con¬ 
tinued.” Merkel’s brief 
visit, her second since Eu¬ 
rope’s debt crisis erupted 
in Greece more than four 
years ago, came amid 
Greek government eu¬ 
phoria over the country's 
successful re-entry to in¬ 
ternational bond markets 
on Thursday. The land¬ 


mark five-year issue was 
Greece's first since 2010, 
when it was saved from 
bankruptcy by a massive 
bailout from its European 
partners and the Interna¬ 
tional Monetary Fund. 
“Greece has made it,” Sa¬ 
maras said, before striking 
a more sober tone. 

“My pace and that of 
my government will 
not change. What has 
changed is the image, 
the psychology ... markets 
have voted for Greece and 
given it their confidence.” 
Merkel remains a divisive 
figure in Greece because 
of her insistence on eco¬ 
nomic pain.

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Prosecutor targets Pistorius’ account of safety fears

The South African athlete 
Oscar Pistorius appeared 
flustered, agitated and 
tired at his murder trial Fri¬ 
day, the third day of cross- 
examination by a relentless 
prosecutor who accuses 
him of shooting his girlfriend 
in the head during an argu¬ 
ment. 

From the beginning of the 
trial, Pistorius has insisted 
that he shot his girlfriend, 
Reeva Steenkamp, 29, four 
times through a locked 
bathroom door in his home 
because he had mistaken 
her for an intruder. 

But on Friday, Gerrie Nel, 
a prosecutor nicknamed 
the Pit Bull, zeroed in on the 
discrepancies of Pistorius’ 
account of events, at times 
reducing him to tears and 
prompting him to apolo¬ 


gize to the judge for con¬ 
tradicting himself. 

In one exchange in the 
courtroom in Pretoria, 
South Africa, Nel said it 
defied comprehension 
that Steenkamp had not 
screamed, as Pistorius as¬ 
serted, when he shot her in 
the head. He also said that 
if Pistorius had truly feared 
an intruder, then it was in¬ 
conceivable that he would 
not have checked to make 
sure that Steenkamp was 
safe before drawing his 
gun. He accused Pistorius 
of killing Steenkamp, a law 
school graduate and bud¬ 
ding reality television star, 
in a murderous rage. 

“She was standing there 
talking to you when you 
shot her in the head,” Nel 
said. She was not scared of 
an intruder, he said. “She 
was scared of you.” 


3 dead, 20 wounded during 
southern Philippines battle

MANILA, Philippines (AP) — 

Philippine troops launched 
an assault against Abu 
Sayyaf extremists in the 
south early Friday and spo¬ 
radic clashes have left at 
least three militants dead 
and 20 soldiers wounded, 
officials said. 

Some of the more than 60 
Abu Sayyaf gunmen took 
cover in a school during 
an initial gunbattle in a ru¬ 
ral community on Basilan 
Island but it was not clear 
if they took hostages or if 
they have left, said army 
brigade commander Brig. 
Gen. Carlito Galvez. The 
school was supposed to be 
empty because students 
were on a summer break. 
Military spokesman Lt. Col. 
Ramon Zagala said about 
200 soldiers were deployed 
before dawn to assault a 
group of gunmen led by 


Abu Sayyaf commander 
Puruji Indama in Basilan's 
Unkaya Pukan township. 
Galvez said troops moved 
in after Indama and his 
men threatened and tried 
to extort money from a 
key road project in Basilan, 
a predominantly Muslim 
province and birthplace 
of the brutal Abu Sayyaf, 
which is notorious for kid¬ 
nappings for ransom, be¬ 
headings and bombings. 
Troops initially clashed with 
a group of more than 30 
Abu Sayyaf armed fighters, 
who were later reinforced 
by two separate groups 
of more than 30 other mili¬ 
tants. Three militants were 
believed killed in initial 
fighting and two more were 
critically wounded in a sec¬ 
ond gunbattle, Galvez told 
The Associated Press by 
telephone as he directed 
the assault from Basilan. 


“You shot at her knowing 
she was behind that door," 
he said. 

Nel questioned why Pistori¬ 
us had not fled his bedroom 
- the closest route to safety 


- but instead had gone to¬ 
ward danger, wielding a 
loaded gun. 

Pistorius replied that he did 
not balk when faced with 
danger and said: “I didn’t 


want to take anyone’s life. I 
was never ready to shoot. I 
was trying to see what was 
happening in my home." 
Pistorius’ lawyers have ar¬ 
gued that he felt vulner¬ 
able after having been the 
victim of a series of crimes, 
including burglaries at his 
home and an assault. But 
on Friday, Nel pressed Pis¬ 
torius to explain why he 
had not reported those 
crimes to the police. 

Nel told the court that 
the gated community in 
Pretoria where Pistorius 
lived had bolstered secu¬ 
rity measures shortly before 
the shooting took place, 
on Feb. 14, 2013, and not¬ 
ed that Pistorius had felt so 
secure there that he had 
left his two cars parked 
outside.

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Navajo Council, 
U.N. expert 
criticize Redskins 
name 

WINDOW ROCK, Arizona 
(AP) — The Navajo Nation 
Council voted to oppose 
the use of the American 
football team Washing¬ 
ton Redskins name, while 
a United Nations human 
rights expert said separate¬ 
ly that the term is “inextri¬ 
cably linked to a history 
of suffering and disposses¬ 
sion.” The Council’s com¬ 
mittee of the whole voted 
9-2 Thursday to oppose the 
name. The measure was 
sponsored by lawmaker 
Joshua Lavar Butler, who 
says the word can have 
negative psychological ef¬ 
fects on American Indians. 
The statement of opposi¬ 
tion also applies to what 
Butler says are disparaging 
references to American In¬ 
dians in other professional 
sports franchises. It does 
not apply to college or 
high school mascots. The 
mascot for at least one 
high school on the Navajo 
Nation is the Redskins. 

On Friday, James Anaya — 
a UN expert on indigenous 
people's rights — said the 
American football team’s 
name is a “hurtful remind¬ 
er" of the mistreatment 
of Native Americans, but 
stopped short of joining in 
calls for the team’s owner 
to change the name. 

Last month, team owner 
Dan Snyder said he was 
creating a foundation to 
assist American Indian 
tribes but gave no indi¬ 
cation he had plans to 
change the name, which 
he says honors Native 
Americans. On Friday, 
Anaya urged Snyder to 
“consider that the term 
‘redskin’ for many is inex¬ 
tricably linked to a history 
of suffering and disposses¬ 
sion.” Anaya says “it is un¬ 
derstood to be a pejorative 
and disparaging term that 
fails to respect and honor” 
Native Americans. □

AUGUSTA, Ga. (AP) — Bub¬ 
ba Watson won the Mas¬ 
ters two years ago with 
his brand of “Bubba golf,” 
producing shots of raw skill 
and wild imagination. His 
strategy now is to keep it 
simple, and he is halfway 
to another green jacket. 
Watson took over Augusta 
National on Friday with 75 
minutes of brilliance and 
power. On another de¬ 
manding day of crispy 
greens and swirling wind, 
he ran off five straight bird¬ 
ies on the back nine and 
wound up with a 4-under 
68 for a three-shot lead 
over John Senden. 

There’s nothing fancy 
about his golf, except for 
his outrageous length. He 
has made only two bogeys 
in 36 holes. He has missed 
only eight greens. 

“It's not science here,” 
Watson said. “It's try to hit 
the greens. And if you're 
hitting the greens, that 
means you’re obviously hit¬ 
ting your tee shots well. So 
that’s all I’m trying to do is 


just hit the greens ... may¬ 
be throw in a birdie here 
or there. That’s what I’ve 
done the last two days and 


it’s worked out so far.” 
Watson made bogey on 
the 18th hole with a shot 
that bounced left of the 


green and into the gallery. 
He finished at 7-under 137, 
giving him the largest 36- 
hole lead at the Masters 
since Chad Campbell in 
2006. 

Senden qualified for the 
Masters a month ago with 
his win at Innisbrook. After a 
rugged start, he played the 
final 14 holes with six birdies 
and no bogeys for a 68 that 
puts him in the last group at 
a major on the weekend. 
Adam Scott also made a 
late recovery with three 
birdies on the back nine to 
salvage a 72, along with his 
hopes to join Tiger Woods, 
Nick Faldo and Jack Nick- 
laus as the only players to 
win back-to-back at Au¬ 
gusta. Scott was four shots 
back at 141, along with 
Thomas Bjorn (68), Jonas 
Blixt (71) and Jordan Spi- 
eth, the 20-year-old from 
Texas who looked solid on 
the mystifying greens and 
shot a 70. 

“Bubba is tearing it up," 
Spieth said. “So we've got 
to go get him.” 

The chase includes the 
ageless Fred Couples, who 


won the Masters a year be¬ 
fore Spieth was born. Cou¬ 
ples, cool as ever at 54, 
had another 71 and was 
five back. 

Woods, who missed the 
Masters for the first time in 
20 years because of back 
surgery, won’t be the only 
guy watching on television. 
Phil Mickelson made an¬ 
other triple bogey — three 
shots from the bunkers on 
the par-3 12th hole — for a 
73 and missed the cut for 
the first time since 1997. So 
did Sergio Garcia, Ernie Els, 
Luke Donald, Webb Simp¬ 
son, Dustin Johnson and 
Jason Dufner. 

Rory Mcllroy nearly joined 
them. He hit one tee shot 
over the fourth green, past 
the head of Adam Scott 
on the fifth tee and into the 
bushes for a double bogey. 
Another shot hit a sprinkler 
head and landed in the 
azaleas behind the 13th 
green. He had to make a 
6-foot par putt to make the 
cut at 4-over 148. 

Watson seems further 
away from the field than 
just three shots.

He gets to keep playing on 
the weekend at Augusta 
National. 

Not so for Phil Mickelson, 


who missed the Masters 
cut for the first time since 
1997 after making a mess 
of three holes. Lefty took tri¬ 
ple-bogey on two of them, 
a double-bogey on anoth¬ 
er, and wound up with one 
stroke too many. 

“I didn’t play great. I didn’t 
play bad,” Mickelson said. 
“I keep making these 
triples. They’re tough to 
overcome."He wasn't the 
only big name headed 


home. 

The last major champion, 
PGA winner Jason Dufner, 
missed the cut by six shots. 
Former Masters champi¬ 
ons Zach Johnson, Trev¬ 
or Immelman and Chari 
Schwartzel were on the 
wrong side of the line, too. 
Ditto for Ernie Els, Sergio 
Garcia, Dustin Johnson 
and Luke Donald. 

“Just made some silly er¬ 
rors here and there,” said 
Els, whose 2-over 74 left him 
with a 5-over 149, which 
like Mickelson was one shot 
more than he could afford. 
“I’m actually driving it well, 
doing a lot of things well, 
but just getting in my own 
way here and there.” 
Mickelson dug himself a big 
hole with a 76 on Thursday, 
marred by a triple-bogey 7 
at the seventh and a dou¬ 
ble-bogey 7 at the 15th. In 
the second round, his un¬ 
doing was the par-3 12th, 


where Lefty deposited his 
tee shot in the front bunker, 
whacked the next over the 
cup into a back bunker, 
then put his third shot back 
in the front bunker. He final¬ 
ly got it on the green and 
two-putted for a 6. 
Mickelson had six bird¬ 
ies and played 33 of the 
36 holes at 3 under. Those 
other three holes did him in, 
and a 73 Friday not quite 
good enough. “I’ve actu¬ 
ally played reasonably well 
for a majority of the holes,” 
he said. “Then the ones I 
let slide I end up making a 
big number. So it's tough to 
overcome those big num¬ 
bers.” Garcia, Donald and 
Schwartzel were also at 

149. Zach Johnson totaled 

150, one stroke better than 
Dustin Johnson. Cabrera, 
who nearly won his second 
green jacket a year ago 
but lost to Adam Scott in a 
playoff, struggled to a 152 


this time. Bradley, the PGA 
winner at Atlanta Athletic 
Club in 2011, and Immel¬ 
man never really had a 
chance on the way to 153s. 
Mcllroy came oh-so-close 
to missing out on the final 
two rounds. Some of it was 
his own fault, like at the 
par-3 fourth, where he not 
only drove it over the green 
but also the tee box for the 
fifth hole, winding up in the 
woods 30 yards beyond his 
intended target. He found 
the ball but had to go back 
to the tee for a do-over, 
winding up with a double 
bogey. 

Mcllroy’s caught a bad 
break at the 13th, where 
a slightly errant approach 
shot hit a sprinkler head and 
sent the ball careening into 
the azaleas — a hole, ap¬ 
propriately enough, known 
as “Azalea." He punched it 
out of the flowers and took 
a bogey. 
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Bradley, Pacquiao look for decisive win in rematch

LOS ANGELES (AP) — Timo¬ 
thy Bradley never imagined 
he would have to avenge 
a victory. 

When the welterweight 
champion defeated Man¬ 
ny Pacquiao two years 
ago on two injured feet, he 
thought for an instant that 
he had reached the pin¬ 
nacle of boxing. He hadn’t 
even left the MGM Grand 
Garden ring before learn¬ 
ing that practically nobody 
agreed with the two judges 
who gave him that split de¬ 
cision. After death threats, 
depression and a remark¬ 
able personal transforma¬ 
tion, Bradley (31-0, 12 KOs) 
returns to that ring Satur¬ 
day night in Las Vegas for 
a rematch with the Filipino 
congressman. Bradley in¬ 
tends to let out two years 
of humiliation and frustra¬ 
tion with a decisive win 
over Pacquiao, finally earn¬ 
ing the credit that was two 
years deferred. 

“I always believed you only 
get one chance, but this is 
my second chance here,” 
Bradley said. “It’s my sec¬ 
ond chance to be a part 
of greatness and defeat a 
guy like Manny Pacquiao, 


who is one of the top fight¬ 
ers of all time. This guy has 
fought everybody. To get 
a win over a guy like this 
who’s an icon, it would be 
epic." 

Yet the fight might be 
even more important to 
the career of the 35-year- 
old Pacquiao (55-5-2, 38 
KOs), whose ascendance 
through the sport slowed 
with two losses in 2012. The 
eight-division champion is 
fighting both Bradley and 
the widespread perception 
that he has lost his compet¬ 
itive fire, becoming more 
interested in politics and 
compassion than the brutal 
business of boxing. 
Pacquiao and his trainer, 
Freddie Roach, insist HBO’s 
pay-per-view buyers will 
see the Pacman who ate 
up every opponent in front 
of him on a 15-fighf win 
streak before Bradley's de¬ 
batable decision. 

“This time around, I think I 
have to finish fhe business 
first before I become friend¬ 
ly fo him," Pacquiao said. 
“We have our business to 
do in the ring. I have to do 
all I can do.” 

There’s little doubt both 
fighters will be completely 
prepared for this rematch 


after two years of incessant 
talk about what happened 
in those 12 rounds. They're 
also both in top shape: 
Bradley weighed in at 
145'/2 pounds Friday, while 
Pacquiao was hydrating 
even before weighing 145 
pounds on the MGM Grand 
Garden scales. 

“The first time around, I 
was injured from the sec¬ 
ond round on, and I still 
found a way,” Bradley 


said. “This time around. I’m 
not injured. And I'm wear¬ 
ing socks. I will be wearing 
socks." Indeed, Bradley in¬ 
famously slid around the 
canvas in the first bout be¬ 
cause he didn'twearsocks, 
inexplicably choosing the 
biggest fight of his life to 
emulate Mike Tyson’s sock¬ 
less ring style. Roach, who 
trained Tyson, could have 
told Bradley that Iron Mike 
actually wore low socks. 


Roach once rejected 
the idea of a rematch 
with Bradley, saying the 
Palm Springs-area fighter 
couldn't sell a ticket to help 
Pacquiao. Along with the 
rest of the boxing world, 
Roach gained a new re¬ 
spect for Bradley last year 
after his sensational brawl 
with Ruslan Provodnikov — 
also trained by Roach — 
and a crisp win over Juan 
Manuel Marquez.

— NASCAR team owner 
Gene Haas said Friday he 
has been granted a license 
from Formula One’s gov¬ 
erning body to start a U.S.- 
based entry in the series, 
perhaps as early as next 
season. 

Haas received documents 
from the FIA on Thursday 
and the organization con¬ 
firmed the application had 
been approved. 

“If he wants, he can join 
next season, it's up to him,” 
FIA spokesman Matteo 
Bonciani said. 

The last attempt for an 
American Formula One 
team came in 2010, but 


the entry lacked funding 
and development to join. 
Money is not expected to 
be a problem for the deep- 
pocketed Haas, owner of 
CNC machine manufac¬ 
turer Haas Automation and 
the Windshear wind tunnel 
in North Carolina. 

Haas co-owns a NASCAR 
team with Tony Stewart 
that fields cars for driv¬ 
ers Stewart, Kevin Harvick, 
Danica Patrick and Kurt 
Busch. Haas pays for Busch 
himself. 

“Obviously, we’re extreme¬ 
ly pleased to have been 
granted a Formula One 
license by the FIA. It’s an 
exciting time for me, Haas 
Automation and anyone 
who wanted to see an 


American team return to 
Formula One,” Haas said in 
a statement. 

Formula One chief Ber¬ 
nie Ecclestone said at last 
weekend’s Bahrain Gran 
Prix that the U.S.-backed 
team led by Haas would 
likely join the series next 
season. Now it's official. 
“Now, the really hard work 
begins. It's a challenge we 
embrace as we work to 
put cars on the grid,” Haas 
said. 

Haas’ NASCAR co-owner 
Tony Stewart was happy for 
his partner and excited for 
the potential F-l shop on 
the program's campus. 

“It's a pretty cool deal,” 
said Stewart. “Not any¬ 
body can just go get one 


of those, so he had to go 
through the approval pro¬ 
cess and got approved 
and I’m happy for him.” 
Stewarf said he would not 
have any involvement in 
the venture. 

The last U.S.-based team 
was Parnelli Jones Racing 
in 1974-76, when Mario An¬ 
dretti drove.

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — A 

lot more people are about 
to get a chance to buy 
Google Glass, the Internet- 
connected eyewear that 
has become the hottest 
accessory in geek fashion. 
Google will sell the 
“Explorer” version of Glass 
to any U.S. resident who 
places an online order for 
the device beginning at 9 
a.m. PDT (1800 GMT) April 
15. The product will cost 
$1,500, the same price that 
Google Inc. has charged 
for Glass since sales of the 
device began last year, the 
company said Thursday. 
The April 15 sale will take 
place at http://google. 
com/glass/start/how-to- 
get-one . Google isn’t 
saying how many sets of 
Glass will be available 
during the limited-time 
offer. 

It marks the first time that 
Google has made Glass 
available to consumers 
without providing them 
special access. More than 
10,000 sets of Glass have 
been sold to a select group 
of developers, contest 


winners and other invitees. 
This version of Glass, though, 
still isn’t the polished 
product that Google 
hopes to release in stores 
later this year. Although it 
hasn’t provided specifics, 
Google has indicated that 
the mass-market version of 
Glass will sell for less than 
$1,500. Google is expected 
to provide more details 
about its Glass plans at 
its annual developers’ 
conference in late June. 
For now, Google is still trying 
to recruit more people 
willing to serve as guinea 
pigs for its attempt build 
a wearable device that 
features some of the same 
features as a smartphone. 
The Explorer program for 
Glass has been serving as 
Google’s test lab. 

“Our Explorers are moms, 
bakers, surgeons, rockers, 
and each new Explorer has 
brought a new perspective 
that is making Glass 
better," Google said in a 
Thursday post on its Plus 
social networking service. 
Glass looks like a pair of 
spectacles except the 
Explorer edition doesn’t 
contain any actual glass 


in the frame. Instead, the 
device has a thumbnail¬ 
sized screen attached 
above the right eye so 
a user can check email, 
see Twitter posts or get 
directions without having 
to grope for a phone. 

It can also take hands¬ 
free photos and video 
through voice-activated 
commands. The ability to 
record images so easily 

— and perhaps secretly 

— has raised privacy and 
piracy concerns and has 
prompted some casinos, 
theaters and bars to ban 
the use of Glass on fheir 
property. Safety concerns 
have also been raised 
about drivers wearing 
Glass, prodding lawmakers 
to draw up new rules 


forbidding use of the 
device in moving vehicles. 
Google and other 
technology enthusiasts 
are hailing Glass as a 
breakthrough that will 
make it easier for people 
to access the Internet 
while on the go and cause 
fewer disruptions to social 
discourse because people 
won’t be fumbling around 
with their smartphones 
as frequently. The device 
is also being touted as 
a potentially valuable 
businesstool that could help 
police officers, fire fighters, 
doctors and reporters do 
their jobs better. 

Glass is the most prominent 
example of wearable 
technology, devices that 
are expected to become 


more widespread over 
the next few years. There 
are already several smart 
watches on the market, 
and Google is working 
with accessory makers 
to release even more of 
those devices later this 
year. Apple Inc., the maker 
of the iPhone and iPad, 
is expected to unveil an 
“iWatch” later this year. 
About 19 million pieces 
of wearable technology 
will be sold this year, more 
than tripling from last 
year, according to study 
released Thursday by 
International Data Corp. 
The research firm predicts 
the annual sales volume for 
wearable technology will 
swell to 112 million devices

shares have dropped be¬ 
low GM’s 2010 initial public 
offering price of $33 since 
June of last year. 

Late in the trading day, 
an email released by a 
U.S. House subcommittee 
showed that CEO Mary 
Barra, then the head of 
product development, was 
told in 2011 that the Saturn 
Ion could be included in an 
ongoing recall of small cars 


for a power-steering prob¬ 
lem. GM was resisting an 
expansion of the recall. The 
Ion wasn’t recalled for the 
steering problem until last 
week. 

At the time, GM’s safety 
and recall operations re¬ 
ported to Barra, spokes¬ 
man Kevin Kelly confirmed 
Friday. The power steer¬ 
ing recall, which included 
the Chevrolet Cobalt, is 
separate from the recall 
of 2.6 million small cars for 
an ignition switch problem 
that GM says is linked to 13 
deaths. 

Barra has repeatedly stat¬ 
ed that she first learned of 
the ignition switch prob¬ 
lem last December, just 
after being named CEO. 
The email released Friday 
doesn’t indicate that Barra 
had prior knowledge of the 
switch defect. 

But it does show that she at 
least was aware of a sepa¬ 
rate safety problem more 
than two years before GM 
issued a recall. 

GM began recall cars in¬ 
cluding the Cobalt for the 
ignition switch problem on 
Feb. 13. 

The switch can unexpect¬ 
edly slip out of the “run” 


position and shut down 
the cars’ engines, which 
cuts off power steering and 
stops air bags from deploy¬ 
ing. 

On Thursday, GM an¬ 
nounced that the recalled 
small cars need to have 
another part repaired, 
boosted the estimated cost 
of recalls announced in the 
past two months to $1.3 bil¬ 
lion from an initial $300 mil¬ 
lion. In addition to the small 
cars, the company has re¬ 
called 3.7 million other ve¬ 
hicles for various problems. 
The company said that 
despite the recall charge, 
it expects to report “solid 
core operating perfor¬ 
mance” in the first quarter. 
If if reports a quarterly net 
loss, it would be GM’s first 
since 2009. 

S&P said an upgrade of 
GM's credit to an invest¬ 
ment grade rating is less 
likely this year, and more 
likely in 2015. GM's debt has 
below investment grade, or 
at “junk” status, since 2005. 
The company has acknowl¬ 
edged that it knew about 
the ignition switch problem 
for at least a decade. Yet 
it didn't recall the cars until 
this year. □ 


Exxon CEO’s compensation rises 3 percent to $28.1 M 


IRVING, Texas (AP) — The 

CEO of Exxon Mobil Corp. 
received compensation 
worth $28.1 million last year, 
a 3 percent increase over 
the previous year, 
according to an Associat¬ 
ed Press analysis of a com¬ 
pany regulatory filing. 

Most of Rex W. Tillerson's 
compensation was in the 
form of sfock awards, which 
the largest U.S. oil compa¬ 
ny valued at $21.3 million 
when they were granted. 
His overall compensation 


for 2013 was up from $27.2 
million in 2012, under The 
AP’s calculation. 

The AP analysis of Tillerson’s 
compensation considered 
salary, bonus, 

perks and the estimated 
value of stock and option 
grants that the company 
reported Friday to the U.S. 
Securities and Exchange 
Commission. 

The calculation excluded 
changes in the present 
value of Tillerson's pension 
benefits. Tillerson, 62, re¬ 


ceived a salary of $2.7 mil¬ 
lion, a 6 percent increase 
from a year ago, plus a 
cash bonus of nearly $3.7 
million, 

which was down 20 percent 
because Exxon's earnings 
fell compared with 2012, 
the company said. 

The value of Tillerson's stock 
awards increased $1.6 mil¬ 
lion, or 8 percent, from 2012, 
because of a rise in the 
company's share price. He 
received other compen¬ 
sation valued at $496,704. 


The biggest items in that 
miscellaneous category 
were $190,190 in matching 
contributions to a retire¬ 
ment plan and $177,140 for 
personal security. 

Exxon earned $32.6 billion 
last year, a decrease of 27 
percent from 2012, which 
was the company’s sec¬ 
ond-best year ever, 
helped by high and ris¬ 
ing oil prices. Exxon Mobil 
shares, however, 
rose 17 percent in a strong 
stock market during 2013.

Exxon produces oil around 
the world and is also the 
biggest producer of natu¬ 
ral gas in the United States 
since it bought XTO Energy 
in 2010,

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Climate changes to result in bird, reptile shifts

ALBUQUERQUE, New Mexi¬ 
co (AP) — As temperatures 
climb across the American 
Southwest, researchers 
have found some species 
will win, but others stand to 
lose — and lose big. 

The U.S. Geological Survey 
and researchers from the 
University of New Mexico 
and Northern Arizona Uni¬ 
versity released a report 
this week that takes a 
closer look at some of the 
effects climate change is 
likely to have on species 
such as the desert tortoise 
and the pinyon jay. 

The jay stands to lose near¬ 
ly one-third of its breeding 
range, while other birds 
could lose as much as 
80 percent by the end of 
the century. On the other 
hand, the tortoise is the 
only reptile studied that 
isn’t projected to see a de¬ 
crease in suitable habitat. 
The researchers wanted 
to provide a “crystal ball” 
for land managers in the 
Southwest so they could 
make more informed de¬ 
cisions as conditions be¬ 
come warmer and drier 
and vegetation changes, 
said lead author Charles 
van Riper, a USGS ecolo¬ 
gist in Tucson. 

“Each individual species is 
going to have its own re¬ 
sponse, and some are go¬ 
ing to benefit from change 
and others won’t,” he said. 
The study focuses on eco¬ 
systems within the Sonoran 
Desert and the Colorado 


deal with a wide range of 
temperatures in the places 
they live and aren't picky 
when it comes to diet will 
benefit the most, accord¬ 
ing to the report. 

The jay, for example, de¬ 
pends on pinon groves 
throughout the high des¬ 
ert and stands to lose be¬ 
tween one-quarter and 
31 percent of its breeding 
range as warmer, drier 
conditions wipe out more 
pinon trees. Other birds 
such as the migrating Wil¬ 
liamson’s sapsucker and 
the sage thrasher could 
lose as much as 80 percent 
by the end of the century. 
Land managers through¬ 
out the West already deal 
with numerous threatened 
and endangered species 
— from the lesser prairie 
chicken in Texas and New

Plateau, but researchers 
also included the rest of 
the Western U.S., parts of 
which have been grap¬ 
pling with severe drought 
for years.

NEW YORK (AP) — Sand¬ 
wiched between the 
chest-thumping ambition 
of awards season and the 
swaggering spectacle 
of summer, spring movie¬ 
going is usually an after¬ 
thought, a limbo for films 
not bankable enough for 
July or highbrow enough 
for the Oscars. But it might 
actually be the best time 
of year for the movies. In 
springtime — particularly 
this year — the movies 
come alive. It's not that 
the movies of March and 
April have been so tremen¬ 
dous. Many of them are 
flawed. But imperfection 
isn't something that should 
be papered over with big- 
budget engineering or 
test-screened away into 
sleeker products. Instead, 
these leftovers and oddi¬ 
ties offer something that 
can be harder to find later 
in the year when so many 
films come pre-packaged, 
whether as awards bait 
or box-office juggernauts: 
a sense of surprise. Who 
would have thought a 
movie based on a toy line 
(“The Lego Movie”) would 
prove to be both inventive 
and slyly subversive? Who 
would have predicted a 
documentary made by a 
novice filmmaker about 
palling around with his 
brother's rock band (“Mis¬ 
taken for Strangers”) would 
turn out a comic but tender 
portrait of brotherhood? 
And how often do we see 
filmmakers with the talent 
and proclivity for darkness 
of Darren Aronofsky en¬ 
trusted with a $130-million 
movie (“Noah”)? 

Opening Friday are two of 
the year’s best films: Jim 
Jarmusch's “Only Lovers 
Left Alive” and David Gor¬ 
don Green's “Joe.” Both 
are movies with their own 
distinct rhythm, made by 
filmmakers who have long 
charted their own path. 
Jarmusch and Green are 
shape-shifters who, in these 
films, feel like they’re in their 
most natural shape. 

“Only Lovers Left Alive” 
is about two long-living 
vampires (Tilda Swinton, 
Tom Hiddleston) who have 


passed the centuries not 
sucking blood, but soak¬ 
ing up culture. Languorous 
and pensive but also dryly 
comedic, it’s one of Jar¬ 
musch’s best. 

“Joe,” based on the novel 
by Larry Brown, stars Nico¬ 
las Cage in a performance 
that will remind many of 
why they once put their 
faith in his talent. It's a kind 
of modern-day Western, 
uprooted from the Mississip¬ 
pi of the book and placed 
in the backwoods of Texas, 
where Cage's Joe is a for¬ 
mer convict trying to stay 
out of trouble. The director 
David Gordon Green uses 
non-professional actors 
(including an exception¬ 
ally raw performance from 
an elderly Austin homeless 
man, Gary Poulter, who 
died after production) and 
real locations that give 
“Joe” a naturalism you 
can feel. But that’s far from 
all. Opening last week was 
Jonathan Glazer’s beauti¬ 
ful sci-fi horror “Under the 
Skin,” one of the most strik¬ 
ing films to come along in 
some time. With Scarlett 
Johansson as a predator 
extraterrestrial, the movie 
looks at Earth (Scotland, 
specifically) through alien 
eyes. There is plenty to mar¬ 
vel at in the view, but also 
a lot to be disturbed by. 
Like “Noah," (which some 
objected to for extrapolat¬ 
ing an environmental sub¬ 


text from the Biblical tale), 
not everyone will go for 
“Under the Skin,” but few 
are likely to forget it. These 
are movies that provoke a 
response. Whether you’re 
on their side or not, that's 
a good thing. The same 
might be said for Lars von 
Trier's much talked-about 
“Nymphomaniac" (with 
Charlotte Gainsbourg, 

Shia LaBeouf, Stellan Skars- 
gard) a far funnier film 
than you’d expect, given 
its reputation for graphic 
sex. Each of the two “vol¬ 
umes” of the film are on 
video-on-demand, a still 
relatively recent phenom¬ 
enon where, with the click 
of the remote, you can 
immediately decide for 
yourself about the latest 
sensation from one of cin¬ 
ema’s most interesting and 
infuriating directors. (The 
superb, mysterious French 
film “Stranger by the Lake” 
also uses explicit sex for an 
eerily placid murder thriller 
set at a lakeside cruising 
spot for gay men.) 

But for a theatrical ex¬ 
perience, the best thing 
going right now might 
be Wes Anderson’s “The 
Grand Budapest Hotel,” a 
movie that has, in a slowly 
expanding release, be¬ 
come Anderson’s highest- 
grossing worldwide. With 
an Oscar-worthy perfor¬ 
mance by Ralph Fiennes 
as a fastidious concierge.

most superficial movie (for 
its candied set design) and

James Franco not nervous 
about Broadway debut

NEW YORK (AP) — James 
Franco insists he's not been 
nervous at all about mak¬ 
ing his Broadway debut, 
not even before his first 
night in front of more than 
a thousand people. 
“Sounds like I’m bragging. I 
just wasn’t,” says the actor, 
writer and student. “I’ve 
learned that if you work 
with people that you trust, 
that you depend on, then 
you just flow with it.” 

One of those people is his 
director Anna D. Shapiro, 
a Tony Award-winner who 
looks over at him during a 
joint interview in the empty 
mezzanine of the Longacre 
Theatre with a mixture of 
puzzlement and respect. 
“He’s not nervous. He’s not 
lying,” she says. “Whatever 
he needs to do to con¬ 
vince himself to do what he 
does, I don’t care. I like the 
guy who shows up every 
day, so I don’t care what 
does it.” Whether it’s ego or 
confidence. Franco is just 
a guy who doesn’t doubt 
himself. From acting in TV 
and films like “Pineapple 
Express” and “Spider-Man” 
to screenwriting, directing 
and producing, or writing 
a novel, being an artist and 


studying for postgraduate 
degrees, Franco jumps in. 
So this matinee idol multi¬ 
tasker naturally has been 
eyeing the one place in 
show business he hasn't 
really dominated — the 
stage. Franco has chosen 
to make his Times Square 
bow in “Of Mice and Men,” 
John Steinbeck’s play 
adapted from his own clas¬ 
sic novel. 

Franco co-stars with Chris 
O’Dowd as two tragic 
migrant workers trying to 
make their way through 
the aftermath of drought 
and the Depression in 
1930s America. Because 
O’Dowd’s Lennie is mental¬ 
ly handicapped, Franco’s 
George acts as Lennie's 
guardian. The play also 
features Jim Norton and 
Leighton Meester. 

“I’ve got the best: I’ve 
got an awesome, classic 
American play. I’ve got an 
awesome director. I've got 
awesome co-stars. It's not 
going to get better," says 
Franco. “If it fails. I'm not 
going to feel bad because 
I did everything possible. 
Absolutely everything pos¬ 
sible. So it’s not on me.” 
Franco in person is amiable 
but slightly smug, a scruffy 
guy who loves to talk 


about his creative thinking 
and yet looks overworked, 
stretched thin and sleep- 
deprived. He mentions 
that Lady Gaga recently 
stopped by backstage, 
as if such a thing weren’t 
even a little bit odd. 

The off-putting squinty 
sneer he was so vilified for 
wearing as an Oscar host 
reappears at times and 
his outsized confidence 
combined with a puppy¬ 
like naivete seem a dan¬ 
gerous gambit in these 
cynical days, as his recent 
Instagram flirtation with a 
17-year-old proved. 

When asked the exact 
moment when he knew 
he could accomplish the 
rare task of impressing crit¬ 
ics and the public on his 
debut, he looks slightly 
confused. The interest¬ 
ing answer comes from his 
director: “He's never not 
thought that." 

Franco says he'd been 
thinking about Broadway 
five years ago when the 
idea of teaming up with 
Shapiro on “Of Mice and 
Men” was first discussed. 
Plans fell through but the 
pair found a way to make 
it work this season. 

“I’ve always been a huge 
theater fan,” he says. □

LOS ANGELES (AP) — Co¬ 
median and writer Carol 
Leifer has something seri¬ 
ous to say in her new book, 
“How to Succeed in Busi¬ 
ness Without Really Cry¬ 
ing.” Why listen to a com¬ 
ic? First, it's important to 
remember that with show 
business, the accent is on 
“business.” If Leifer could 
make it in that unforgiving 
industry, she may be able 
to help others make it any¬ 
where. Second, she has 
legitimacy on the topic. 
In her 37th year in the in¬ 
dustry, Leifer is an Emmy- 
nominated writer for shows 
including “Seinfeld” and a 
string of Oscar ceremonies, 
has starred in five cable 


comedy specials and is 
co-executive producer on 
Lifetime's “Devious Maids.” 
Third, it's more fun to read 
a how-to guide with anec¬ 
dotes about Jerry Seinfeld, 
Bryan Cranston and Frank 
Sinatra than one without 
them. Even the dozen-plus 
jacket blurbs are a kick. 
“Funny and sage. A great 
read. I even loved the parts 
that weren’t about me” is 
Paul Reiser's comment on 
the book, published this 
week by Quirk Books. 

And from filmmaker Judd 
Apatow: “The best mem¬ 
oir of the year (not writ¬ 
ten by the victim of a hor¬ 
rible crime).” Leifer, who 
wrote the best-selling book 
“When You Lie about Your 
Age, the Terrorists Win,” 
was initially approached 
to write a straight-ahead 
memoir. “But the theme 
that kept popping up was 
‘Wow, what I learned from 
this experience,' or the 
takeaway from another," 
she said. 

For example, it was a thrill 
to perform on Johnny Car¬ 
son’s “The Tonight Show.” 
But the valuable back¬ 
ground: It took 12 years 
and 22 auditions for her to 
get there. 

“So much of success in any 
career is tenacity and per¬ 
sistence. After 18 auditions 
I could have said, ‘No, 
thanks, I’m not showing up 
for audition No. 19,’” she 
said. But she did. She also 
hung in with a manager 
who vowed he would book 
her to work with Sinatra 
but instead had her play¬ 
ing restaurants on the New 
Jersey turnpike. She com¬ 
plained to him, he reas¬ 
sured her, and she worked 
the unglamorous jobs. 
“Then it turned out he knew 
Jilly Rizzo (Sinatra’s close 
friend), and he got me to 
open for Frank in Vegas,” 
Leifer said. “That was an¬ 
other lesson to share: Keep 
your head down and keep 
working hard, and you can 
have the greatest moment 
of your career out of the 
deepest valley."□

WASHINGTON - The epic sibling 
drama of the Republican Party is 
finally coming to a climax. 

For many years, George and 
Barbara Bush assumed that their 
second son, Jeb, would be a 
winner in politics, while W., their 
eldest, would be a loser. 

Jeb was the prince of the dynas¬ 
ty, destined to be king. (Poppy 
Bush would only call their dynasty 
“the d word,” wrinkling his nose 
in a vain attempt to seem like a 
Greenwich populist.) 

The raffish Roman candle, W., 
on the other hand, was discour¬ 
aged by his mother from running 
for governor of Texas when his 
father was in the White House. 
Bar also did not want W. to run 
for that office in 1993 at the same 
time that Jeb was running for 
governor of Florida, for fear that 
W. would divert too much money 
from the Bush Rolodex of donors 
and turn the contest into “a Peo¬ 
ple magazine story,” as Jeb re¬ 
signedly called it back when he 
told me he couldn’t “control” his 
older brother. 

Democrats began mocking 
them during their twin races as 
“Tweedledee and Tweedle¬ 
dum,” especially after W. began 
stealing Jeb’s best campaign 
lines. Yet when I covered the fra¬ 
ternal gubernatorial bids in the 
South, it was quickly apparent 
that W. had a crackle that Jeb 
did not have, not to mention a 
crack consultant: Karl Rove. W. 
was driven by a zeal to prove his 
parents wrong, one of the most 
powerful impulses on earth. 

Jeb, the Good Son, seemed 
more phlegmatic, bogged 
down in wonky discourse about 
“visioning,” “prioritizing,” “em¬ 
powering” and “sharing a good 
exchange of ideas.” 

Jeb lost his race and W. won 
his, starting the reversal that 
would lead to W.’s becoming 
the black-sheep king, once Jeb 
had helped secure Florida for 
him. Now Jeb has to figure out if 
W. has fouled the waters forever 
or if Americans, lulled by the ex¬ 
president’s winsome paintings, 
have grown less disgusted by his 
disastrous wars, misadventures in 
torture and economic belly flop. 
Jeb’s father desperately wants 
him to run, and his mother now 
says it would be OK, despite her 
reservations about two families 
trading Air Force One back and 
forth. 

As Hillary Clinton prepares to 
restore her dynasty, Jeb Bush is 
dropping a handkerchief about 
restoring his. 

He has campaigned for Republi¬ 
cans around the country, and in¬ 
fluential donors in the GOP have 
started a draft-Jeb movement. 


He was the speaker at a VIP din¬ 
ner in Las Vegas with Sheldon 
Adelson. He has reached out to 
Southern evangelical leaders. 
And he had a star turn at the 
25th anniversary celebration of 
his father’s presidency over the 
weekend at the George H.W. 
Bush library in College Station, 
Texas. 

But is Jeb’s race over before it 
begins? He would be running, af¬ 
ter all, to lead a party he seems 
to disdain, a party that has be¬ 
come so fragmented and pulled 
to the right that it would rather 
lose the election than be led by 
someone as moderate as Jeb 
Bush. Even W. is considered a 
liberal in today’s fire-breathing 
GOP. 

“I do think we’ve lost our way,” 
Jeb said in an interview on stage 
with a Fox News reporter, urg¬ 
ing Republicans to move out of 
Crazy Town: “We need to elect 
candidates that have a vision 
that is bigger and broader, and 
candidates that are organized 
around winning the election, not 
making a point.” 

Sounding nostalgic for a world 
before Dick Cheney, Sarah Palin 
and Ted Cruz, the 61-year-old 
said he would run only if he could 
bring a “hopeful” message and 
campaign “joyfully,” avoiding 
“the vortex of the mud fight.” 
Then he stumbled into the vor¬ 
tex by repeating his support for 
Common Core education stan¬ 
dards and by trying to inject 
some compassion into the immi¬ 
gration issue, which sends older, 
white Tea Partiers into frenzies of 
fanaticism. 

“Yes, they broke the law, but 
it’s not a felony,” he said of ille¬ 
gal immigrants sneaking into the 
country to provide for their fami¬ 
lies. “It’s an act of love.” (Jeb has 
been married to the Mexican- 
born Columba for 40 years.) 

Karl Rove and Bill Kristol mused 
that Jeb’s “Bulworth” moment, 
as Politico dubbed it, may show 
he’s been out of the mix for too 
long. 

Conservative columnist Byron 
York suggested that the “mud- 
fight-averse” Jeb “just doesn’t 
seem like a politician in top 
fighting shape.” Michelle Mal¬ 
kin tweeted: “He’s pro-amnesty, 
pro-Common Core, pro-Big Busi¬ 
ness & he wants to be president. 
#CancelJebBush.” Marco Rubio 
said he would not step aside for 
his mentor in a presidential race. 
And Stephen Colbert eulogized, 
“He will be missed.” 

Some of those close to Jeb say 
he’s serious about running and 
bringing back a civil tone to Re¬ 
publican politics. Others say he 
needs to act as though he’s run¬ 
ning to keep his speaking fees 
high and options open. Rush Lim- 
baugh thinks Jeb’s “act of love” 
comment was a gambit to tick 
off the Tea Party and “get the 
conservative backlash to him out 
of the way.” 

Jeb thinks Republicans have lost 
their way. 

He may soon learn that a lot of 
conservatives think they have 
found their way - and it’s not the 
joyful, loving, government-can- 
be-a-force-for-good way. It’s 
the mean, cruel, gut-the-govern- 
ment way. 

When this crowd thinks of A Thou¬ 
sand Points of Light, they’re think¬ 
ing of torches as they march to¬ 
ward the Capitol.□ 



Playing Hockey With Putin

Shortly before the Sochi Olym¬ 
pics, Russian President Vladimir 
Putin played in an exhibition 
hockey game there. In retro¬ 
spect, he was clearly warming 
up for his takeover of Crimea. 
Putin doesn’t strike me as a chess 
player, in geopolitical terms. He 
prefers hockey, without a ref¬ 
eree, so elbowing, tripping and 
cross-checking are all permit¬ 
ted. Never go to a hockey game 
with Putin and expect to play by 
the rules of touch football. The 
struggle over Ukraine is a hockey 
game, with no referee. If we’re 
going to play, we, the Europeans 
and the pro-Western Ukrainians 
need to be serious. If we’re not, 
we need to tell the Ukrainians 
now: Cut the best deal with Putin 
that you can. 

Are we serious? It depends on 
the meaning of the word “seri¬ 
ous.” It starts with recognizing 
what a huge lift it will be to help 
those Ukrainians who want to 
break free of Russia’s orbit. Are 
we and our allies ready - through 
the International Monetary 
Fund - to finance Ukraine’s mas¬ 
sive rebuilding and fuel needs, 
roughly $14 billion for starters, 
knowing that this money is go¬ 
ing to a Ukrainian government 
that, before the overthrow of the 
previous president, ranked 144 
out of 177 on the Transparency 
International list of most corrupt 
countries in the world, equal with 
Nigeria? 

Moreover, we can’t help Ukraine 
unless we and the European 
Union have a serious renewable 
energy and economic sanc¬ 


tions strategy - which requires us 
to sacrifice - to undermine Putin 
and Putinism, because Ukraine 
will never have self-determina¬ 
tion as long as Putin and Putinism 
thrive. Putin’s foreign policy and 
domestic policy are inextrica¬ 
bly linked: His domestic policy of 
looting Russia and keeping him¬ 
self permanently in power with 
oil and gas revenue, despite a 
weakening economy, seems to 
require adventures like Ukraine 
that gin up nationalism and anti- 
Westernism to distract the Russian 
public. And are we ready to play 
dirty, too? Putin is busy using pro- 
Russian Ukrainian proxies to take 
over government buildings in 
eastern Ukraine - to lay the predi¬ 
cate either for a Russian invasion 
there or de facto control there by 
Russia’s allies. 

Finally, being serious about Russia 
means being serious about learn¬ 
ing from our big mistake after the 
Berlin Wall fell. And that was think¬ 
ing that we could expand NATO 
- when Russia was at its weakest 
and most democratic - and Rus¬ 
sians wouldn’t care. It was think¬ 
ing we could treat a democratic 
Russia like an enemy, as if the 
Cold War were still on, and ex¬ 
pect Russia to cooperate with 
us as if the Cold War were over - 
and not produce an anti-Western 
backlash like Putinism. 

As historian Walter Russell Mead 
put it in a blog post: “The Big Blini 
that the West has never faced up 
to (is): What is our Russia policy? 
Where does the West see Russia 
fitting into the international sys¬ 
tem? Ever since the decisions to 
expand NATO and the EU were 
taken in the Clinton administra¬ 
tion, Western policy towards Rus¬ 
sia ... had two grand projects for 
the post-Soviet space: NATO and 
the EU would expand into the 
Warsaw Pact areas and into the 
former Soviet Union, but Russia it¬ 
self was barred from both. ... As 
many people pointed out in the 
1990s, this strategy was asking for 
trouble.” 

One of those pointing that out 
was George Kennan, the archi¬ 
tect of containment and oppo¬ 
nent of NATO expansion. I inter¬ 


viewed him about it in this column 
on May 2, 1998, right after the 
Senate ratified NATO expansion. 
Kennan was 94. He had been a 
U.S. ambassador in Moscow. He 
knew we were not being serious. 
“I think it is the beginning of a 
new Cold War,” Kennan said to 
me of NATO expansion. “I think 
the Russians will gradually react 
quite adversely and it will affect 
their policies. I think it is a tragic 
mistake. There was no reason 
for this whatsoever. No one 
was threatening anybody else. 
This expansion would make the 
founding fathers of this country 
turn over in their graves. We have 
signed up to protect a whole se¬ 
ries of countries, even though we 
have neither the resources nor 
the intention to do so in any seri¬ 
ous way. (NATO expansion) was 
simply a lighthearted action by a 
Senate that has no real interest in 
foreign affairs.” 

“What bothers me is how super¬ 
ficial and ill informed the whole 
Senate debate was,” added 
Kennan. “I was particularly both¬ 
ered by the references to Rus¬ 
sia as a country dying to attack 
Western Europe. Don’t people 
understand? Our differences in 
the Cold War were with the So¬ 
viet Communist regime. And now 
we are turning our backs on the 
very people who mounted the 
greatest bloodless revolution in 
history to remove that Soviet re¬ 
gime. And Russia’s democracy is 
as far advanced, if not farther, as 
any of these countries we’ve just 
signed up to defend from Russia. 
It shows so little understanding of 
Russian history and Soviet history. 
Of course, there is going to be 
a bad reaction from Russia, and 
then (the NATO expanders) will 
say that we always told you that 
is how the Russians are - but this is 
just wrong.” 

We need a strategy to help 
Ukraine and to undermine Puti¬ 
nism today - and to reintegrate 
Russia tomorrow. It’s a big, big lift. 
So let’s be honest with ourselves 
and with the Ukrainians. If Putin’s 
playing hockey and we’re not, 
Ukrainians need to know that 
now. □ 
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In France, Quaint Course Is Viciously Bumpy

WALLERS, France - On one 

side, the rock was as flinty 
and jagged as a chipped 
tooth. On the other, its 
edge was caved in, so 
the surface sheared away 
sharply. Squatting in the 
dirt, Clement Huchez ex¬ 
amined the stone, rolling it 
in his hands for a few mo¬ 
ments. Then he slid it into 
the rubble puzzle in front 
of him and exclaimed, 
“It's perfect!” Perfect, of 
course, is a relative term. 
Huchez, 17, was hunched 
on the side of a narrow, 
dusty road about half an 
hour from the Belgium bor¬ 
der. He, along with several 
classmates from a nearby 
school, was repairing a 
section of cobblestones 
that is part of the famed 
Paris-Roubaix cycling race 
- an event known tradition¬ 
ally, if not affectionately, as 
the Hell of the North. 

To some, the nickname is 
actually an understate¬ 
ment. While casual fans 
may think of competitive 
cycling as a series of ar¬ 
duous mountain climbs, 
tricky descents and pow¬ 
erful sprints over smoothly 
paved surfaces, Paris-Rou- 
baix (pronounced pa-REE- 
roo-BAY) includes about 31 
miles of rough, rugged and 
raw cobblestones. 

Yes, there are other sec¬ 
tions of the race - this year’s 
edition, to be held Sunday, 
features a course about 
160 miles long - but the 
heart of Paris-Roubaix is the 
pave, or cobbles. They are 
quaint. They are charming. 
They are, mostly, murder¬ 
ous. 

“To be honest, I think if you 
want to go and race there, 
you have to be pretty stu¬ 
pid,” said Heinrich Haussler, 
a veteran rider whose best 
finish at Paris-Roubaix is sev¬ 
enth, in 2009. “Your hands 
are shaking, your wrists are 
throbbing, your shoulders 
are stiff, your back is ach¬ 
ing, your neck is pounding, 
your... ” 

His voice trailed off, and 
then he launched into a 
detailed description of 
what a rider’s most deli¬ 
cate area feels like after six 
or seven hours on a rattling 
bike seat. 


“It's like a war zone in 
there," he concluded. 
Some top riders avoid Paris- 
Roubaix altogether - Lance 
Armstrong never compet¬ 
ed - but many embrace 
the unique challenge of the 
cobbles. Bradley Wiggins, 
who won the 2012 Tour de 
France and a gold medal 
at the London Olympics, 
has said that winning Paris- 
Roubaix is one of his main 
goals. But it will not be easy. 
So-called classics special¬ 
ists - riders whose heavier 
body type gives them an 
edge on the bumpy cob¬ 
bles - generally fare best 
in one-day races like Paris- 


Roubaix. Fabian Cancel- 
lara and Tom Boonen, the 
two favorites, have won 
the event seven times be¬ 
tween them. 

“There are two categories 
of riders with Paris-Roubaix: 
those who love it and those 
who hate it,” said Thierry 
Gouvenou, the techni¬ 
cal director of the Amaury 
Sports Organization, which 
oversees Paris-Roubaix and 
the Tour de France. “The 
ones who hate it are the 
small ones who are good 
at hills. The ones who love 
it are the warriors, the tall 
ones.” 

He laughed and said. 


“Maybe they are the crazy 
ones, too." 

Gouvenou would know: 
He was one of those crazy 
ones, winning the amateur 
version of Paris-Roubaix be¬ 
fore a professional career 
in which he was a team¬ 
mate of the former Tour 
champion Greg LeMond. 
On Monday, Gouvenou 
and other officials exam¬ 
ined the course for this 
year’s race, paying special 
attention to the sections 
near Pont Gibus, an area 
that will also be a part of 
the fifth stage of this year's 
Tour de France. 

Christian Prudhomme, the 


general director of the Tour, 
rode with Gouvenou along 
the course and smiled as 
their car left the Trouee 
d’Arenberg, a section of 
Paris-Roubaix whose forest 
beauty belies its treacher¬ 
ous cobbles. 

“Everyone will have to 
deal with the cobbles at 
some point in the Tour de 
France," Prudhomme said. 
“That is good. But those 
cobbles are not as difficult 
as Arenberg." 

He added with a wry grin, 
“We do not put Arenberg 
in the Tour de France be¬ 
cause then everyone 
would go mad.” 


Every Paris-Roubaix partici¬ 
pant has a story about the 
cobbles, and the Trouee 
d'Arenberg is a common 
villain. The race's Hell of the 
North nickname actually 
comes from the destruc¬ 
tion that occurred in the 
region during World War 
I, but many riders take it 
more literally and point to 
the Trouee d’Arenberg as 
the most infernal portion of 
the day. 

Crashes are common in 
the cobblestone sections, 
particularly when they are 
made slick by foul weather 
that sends rain and mud 
into the cracks between 


stones. 

Even on a dry day, the 
potential for an accident 
looms: In 2006, George 
Hincapie, a U.S. rider, had 
his handlebars disconnect 
from his bicycle’s frame. He 
continued to steer for a mo¬ 
ment, as if trying to shift in 
the air, before he tumbled 
violently to the ground. 
Race organizers rate each 
section of cobblestones on 
a scale of one to five stars, 
five being the toughest, 
and the Trouee d’Arenberg 
is one of just three sec¬ 
tions to earn the coveted 
(feared?) five-star designa¬ 
tion. Hincapie crashed on 


one of the others, Mons-en- 
Pevele. 

“The five-stars are basically 
just ridiculous," U.S. rider 
Tyler Farrar said. “You look 
at it, and it’s not even a 
road. It's just a collection of 
pointy stones.” 

To help alleviate the ef¬ 
fect of riding over the 
cobbles, Farrar and other 
riders change just about 
everything in their equip¬ 
ment setup for Paris-Rou¬ 
baix. Sleek bicycle frames 
are swapped out for more 
heavy-duty models: fatter 
tires are used, and they are 
inflated to lower pressures; 
different gears are installed. 


Then there is the endless 
taping: Many riders put 
wrap after wrap on their 
handlebars, and their own 
wrists, in a mostly fruitless at¬ 
tempt to reduce vibration. 
Strategy is critical, too, as 
riders often battle to get 
to the front of the pack 
heading into the cobbles 
sections so they can set 
their own path (and avoid 
potential crashes) instead 
of just following the crowd. 
That puts a premium on the 
training ride the competi¬ 
tors take before the race, 
although the fact-finding 
mission can do more harm 
than good, Farrar saidO
